With three major candidates in the field for president; 


with a full membership of the house to be chosen; with thirty- 
four senators and thirty-four governors to be elected, and 
with thousands of lesser offices to be filled, the twenty-odd 
million qualified voters of the nation 
bagan their march to the polls at 
dawn and throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, under generalb 
fair weather conditions, they con- 
tinued all day to record their will.

URGES VOTE. 


President Coohdge's plea was one 


to urge every qualified citizen to 
vote today. 


"We shall always have with us," he 


•aid, j"an element of discontent, au 
•lement inspired with more zeal than 
knowledge. They are greatly in the 
minority. But their number Is large 
•nough to be a decisive factor in 
many elections unless it is offset by 
the sober second thought of the peo- 
ple who have something a,t stake,

they knew nothing about it. 


DISCUSS DEADLOCK. 


One possibility, widely discussed In 


the campaign, has been that of a 
deadlock in the electoral vote. 
The 


individual -voter does not vote direct- 
ly for president, but for a group of 
electors to represent his state and 
cast the state's proportionate vote 
for president. 


The original theory of the consti- 


tution was that the electors thus 
chosen would follow their own inclin- 
ations in choosing a chief executive 
In practice, however, It has become 
an unbroken tradition that an elec- 
tor \otes for the candidate of that 
party to which he belongs. 


HOW IT HAPPENS. 


Should an insufficient number ft 


states to choose a president give 
their support to any one party, and 
should all of the electors follow tra- 
dition and vote for the candidate of 
their party, the work ot the entire 
group of electors would go for noth- 
ing. 
There would be a deadlock, 


and under the constitution the house 
of representatives would be called 
upon to choose a president and the 
senate a vice president. ^~ 


The presidential election should It 


be thrown Into the house, would be 
delayed under a constitutional pro- 
vision until February.

I am president of the United States 
in my own right!" Thereupon Roose- 
velt stepped Into his full stride,, ac- 
cepted the responsibility of being 
the spokesman of majority thought, 
opposed the old leaders of the senate 
and house, beat them, dominated con- 
gress, pushed his own Ideas to suc- 
cess In legislation, and became the 
accepted leader of the country.

Whether Central park may be leg- 


ally deeded to the park board, 
whether it must be retained as city 
property for a "public square," as is 
the specification in tha old grant 
from Capt. Allen to the city, is the 
thing that is still holding up the 
formal turning over of the parks to 
theipark board by the city.' 


Although Cential park has been 


considered as a park for years, it is 
legally a city square. Attorney Lee 
Boland sa>d Tuesday that although 
he believed that the tract could be 
turned over to the park board legal- 
ly, he was not ready to express, an 
opinion oi» It as yet until he was 
certain. 
Should it be found later 


that the city had no right to do this, 
it might be possible that this very 
•valuable property would reiert to 
heirs of Capt. Allen and be lost by 
both the city and the park board.

of election 
in the 
twenty-seventh 


precinct, on the northeast side, the 
election in Decatur passed without 
unusual incident or any sign of dis- 
order.

In the fourteenth precinct, 


I out of 1100 had voted one-half 


hour before the polls closed. 


Early in the day and at noon time 


there was considerable congestion at 
the voting places. 
Many stood 
In 


line from a half hour to an hour be- 
fore getting to vote. 


NEED RE-DISTRICTING. 


In commenting on this situation, 


John W. Evans, Republican county 
chairman, said, "The vote of today 
shows that there must be a re-dis- 
tricting of Decatur township. 
Also 


we must get away from operating 
under the general election laws and 
adopt an election commission. 
It 


has reached the point In this city 
where can have satisfactory elections 
only by compulsory registration. ' 


"In many precincts today, seventy- 


five to 100 people were In line wait- 
Ing one hour before being able 
to 


vote. This is due to the fact 
that 


hundreds of voters had not register- 
ed, and had to be sworn In. This de- 
layed the vote and took the time of 
the election offIclals, The only relief 
Is In compulsoary registration under 
an election commission."

Bound To Appear.

four Questions: 


The first will be: What ot Cool- 


idge? In November, 1904, 
Theodore 


Roosevelt was In the position that 
Coolldge will have tomorrow. He had 
served a period In the White House 
as the beneficiary of the death of a 
president, he had then run for the 
presidency on his own account, and 
had been elected. Upon hearing the 
returns that gave him success, Roose- 
velt turned to Mrs Roosevelt. accord- 
Ing to. R narrative recently published, 
and said, with an 
emphasis that 


marked strong determination: "Now 
I am president of the United States 
In my own right!" Thereupon Roose- 
velt stepped Into his full stride., ac- 
cepted the responsibility of being 
the spokesman of majority thought, 
opposed ihe old leaders of the senate 
and house, beat them, dominated con- 
gress, pushed his own Ideas to suc- 
cess In legislation, and became the 
accepted leader of the country. 


WILL FOLLOW. 


The discussion about Coollflge's fu- 


ture will follow lines analogo-us to 
this. Will history record a change, 
that there was an old Coolldge who 
came to the White house by the ac- 
cident of his predecessor's death, and 
a new Coolldge who held power bv 
direct and generous franchise from

Another question will be: What of 


the Democratic party? Many loyal
